Salaries won’t 


solve public servant crisis 


I f you don't already 
work for the public 
service, what would 
it take to get you to 
jump ship from your 
current gig and head 
for the sunny shores of 
government? 

The Professional 
Institute of the Public 
Service of Canada is 
betting on money, 
asking for an ambitious 
12 per cent raise over 
three years for the 
professional government 
employees it represents. 
The reason, apparently, 
is that salaries of 
federal government 


will stay away unless 
compensated. 

There might be 
truth to that But for a 
generation struggling 
with labour instability, 
the public service is 
already a relatively 
attractive employer. 
There are solid benefits, 


long-term employment 
stability. Is money a 
factor? No doubt, but 
there are many other 
issues at play, including 
workplace culture; 
the public service has 


outstripped by the 
private sector. Crank 
up that pay cheque, 
and the employees will 
ie. This is important, 
considering more than 
25,000 of these folks will 
be looking to retire in the 
next five years. 

To modify the 
union’s pitch slighdy: 
Raise the salaries and 
the millennials will 
ie. The concern is 
that the positions, at 
lower salaries, will still 
doubtless be filled, but 


depression and anxiety. 
Who wants to walk into 
that job? A salary hike is 
unlikely to compensate 
for these troubling issues. 

The union points out 
that many scientists 
shied away from the 
public service because 
of restrictions on 
speaking out about 
research that were 
in place under the 
Conservatives. 

When it comes to 
employment, young 
people generally want 
to change the world for 
the better and do work 
they’re passionate about, 


according to the Harvard 
Business Review. 

These desires, by the 
way, aren’t particularly 
outlandish compared 
to other generations 
of workers. But it does 
speak to the complexity 
of actually getting more 
young people into the 
public service. 

It may well be the 
case that professionals 
in the public service 
deserve a pay raise. 
Certainly, it can be 
argued. But the idea 
that salary hikes are 
needed because of 
the upcoming dearth 
of quality employees 
rather misses the boat, 
and in fact highlights 
other serious and 
pressing issues facing 
these unions and the 
government. 

The question that 
needs asking isn’t 
“how do we attract 
young people," but 
rather, “why aren’t they 
coming in the numbers 
we need?” Whatever the 
answer might be will set 
everyone down the right 
path to a successful 
public service.

Police will continue 
deal with late-night 
noise complaints

Complaints about late-night 
noise in Niagara-on-the-Lake 
will likely continue to be han¬ 
dled by the Niagara Regional 
Police, not the Town’s bylaw 
officers. 

Rolf Wiens, manager of 
enforcement, recommended 
Monday that the status quo be 
maintained regarding com¬ 
plaints from residents about 
after-hours noise bylaw infrac- 

Last month, he had advised 
council that complaints about 
late-night partying at rental 
houses are becoming more fre¬ 
quent and getting “significantly 


worse.” Wiens said the Town 
does not have the resources to 
enforce the noise bylaw after 
regular office hours. 

In a report to the commu¬ 
nity and development advisory 
committee, he said the cost of 
staffing, training and equip¬ 
ment that would include body 
armour, two-way radios and a 
sound level monitor, would be 
up to $90,650 for late-night shifts 
between May and October. 

Wiens said the police have 
received 21 complaints so 
far this year and there were 
13 complaints to the bylaw 
enforcement department. They 
involved construction noise, 
radios played too loudly and 
yelling and swearing primarily 


at short-term rental accommo¬ 
dations. 

"Due to the relatively low 
level of complaints, the high 
cost of annual training, wages of 
contract staff, officer safety, the 
cost of purchasing uniforms, 
equipment and the operating 
and maintaining a town vehi¬ 
cle, staff are recommending 
that council continue with the 
status quo of having residents 
call the Niagara Regional Police 
regarding after- hours noise 
bylaw complaints,” Wiens con¬ 
cluded in his report. 

The committee unanimously 
approved his recommenda¬ 
tion with no discussion. Council 
will make a final decision next
